Chairman Mosena introduced Patti Scudiero, the new Commissioner of the Department of Zoning
and Land Use Planning, and Chris Raguso, the Acting Commissioner of the Department of
Community Development. Mr. Mosena announced that as a result of a City eﬁoartmental
reorganization as part of the 2009 budget, the Chicago Landmarks Ordinance was amended to expand
the Commission from nine to ten members to include as ex-officio members the Commissioners of
these two new departments. He welcomed Commissioner Scudiero and Acting Commissioner
Raguso and congratulated them on their appointments.

Chairman Mosena announced that consideration of the landmark designation and Class L Property
Tax Incentive for the 300 WEST ADAMS STREET OFFICE BUILDING has been deferred to the
February meeting; no discussion or public comment were taken on these matters.

C. Report on City Departmental Reor ganization: Department of Zoning and Land Use
Development and Department of Community Development

Brian Goeken reported that, as part of the reorganization of the Department of Planning
and Development and three other City departments (Housing, Zoning and Mayor’s Office
of Workforce Development) under the 2009 Budget adopted by City Council in
November, two new departments have been created: Zoning and Land Use Planning
(DZLUP) and Community Development (DCD). The Landmarks Division will continue
to staff the Commission on Chicago Landmarks and will be part of the new DZLUP.

The City Council approved an ordinance establishing these two new departments as well
as updating the references found throughout the municipal code pertaining to the four
superceded departments. As part of these changes, the Chicago Landmarks Ordinance
was amended to expand the landmarks commission from nine to ten members to reflect
the new departmental organizational structure, with the ninth member being the DZLUP
Commissioner and the tenth member being the DCD Commissioner. These changes were
effective January 1, 2009.

D. Amendment to Rules and Regulations of the Commission on Chicago Landmarks
Brian Goeken discussed the technical revisions contained in the proposed amendment to
the Rules & Regulations which reflect the above-discussed changes to the landmarks
ordinance and the membership of the landmarks commission.

Motioned by Wong, seconded by Reed. Approved unanimoudly. (8-0)

The amendment to the Rules and Regulations, will be effective immediately upon
publication.

(Old Edgebrook District —41% Ward)

Proposal: Proposed new garage and relocation of an existing driveway and curb-cut

Action: Approved unanimously withthe following conditions:

1. The proposed cement-fiber siding of the new garage shall be smooth
finish and match the profile and lap exposure of the existing clapboard
siding on the main residence;

2. Asproposed, the existing driveway and curb-cut shall be removed and
restored to green space; and,

3. The brick foundation cladding of the proposed garage shall be Chicago
common brick subject to Landmarks staff review and approval.

In addition, the Committee recommends that the owner consider installing
